MONUMENT TO GULLS. 


Salt Lake C ity ’s Plan to Commemorate 
Pioneer Experience of 1848. 
The people of Salt Lake City propose 
to erect a monument commemorating 
the harvesting of the first intermoun- 
taln crops by the Mormon pioneers in 
the summer of 1848. Just before the 
crops matured great hordes of crickets 
swooped down upon them from the 
north. Quick destruction was threat­ 
ened, when suddenly from the west 
came an Immense flight of gulls, which 
settled in the fields and remained for 
several weeks, destroying the crickets 
and saving the crop. 
The earliest Utah legislation included 
laws declaring tin* gull to be a sacred 
bird and placing a heavy penalty on 
any one taught molesting It, says Col­ 
lier’s Weekly. Many thousands nest in 
the desolate islands of the Great Salt 
lake. 
The enrichment at the top of 
the Corinthian column that takes the 
place of the conventional leaves is of 
alighting gulls, and the bronze panels 
at the base carry the story of the 
planting of the first western crop, the 
despair of the planter when the har­ 
vest was being eaten by crickets, show­ 
ing his wife wielding a flail in a de­ 
spairing effort to beat back the devas­ 
tating horde, and the joy again when 
it was finally gathered In after the 
gulls had come. 
Another panel shows the planting of 
the first crop ever raised by Irrigation 
by the Mormons In Utah, and a final 
panel shows the harvesting of the crop

The earliest Utah legislation Included 
laws declaring the gull to be a sacred 
bird and placing a heavy penalty on 
any one caught molesting It, says Col­ 
lier’s W eekly.

Chicago, March 19.—There was a re 
oewal of rioting on Wabash avenue 
when newsboys made a second at* 
tempt to storm the "pay as you en­ 
ter” cars of the Chicago City Railway 
company. 
The street car company 
had prepared for the occurrence by 
placing several 
extra employes as 
guards on the platforms of each car 
and the fighting was correspondingly 
more vicious. 
The attack upon the 
cars came at the rush hour of the 
evening, but no passengers were in* 
volved as none dared board the cars 
until after they had passed the street 
intersections where the paper ven­ 
dors had massed. 
The police were 
called to quell the disturbance and 
made three arrests. 
The four newsboys arrested Tues­ 
day night were arraigned in court and 
the cases were continued when it was 
found that all except one of the de­ 
fendants were under seventeen years 
of age and therefore amenable to the 
Juvenile court. 
The fighting was again directed at 
the cars of the Indiana and Cottage 
Grove avenue lines. 
It took place at 
Madison street and Wabash avenue 
and began when, at a signal, several 
■core boys attem pted to board one of 
the new cars. 
The guards perched 
them selves on the rail separating the 
entrance and exit doors of the car 
and attem pted to kick the boys who 
rushed upon the lower steps. 
Several 
boys were thrown off in this fashion 
but others caught the feet 
of the 
guards and dragged them either to the 
platform or into the street.
